Wood side, California, former General of Police in Hungary and 
Chief of MHBK, can verify subject •» connection with French 
Intelligence. KANNAS furnished names of persons who would 
know address of DEZSO I. BENifO. Also furnished names of persons 
in Canada and France who could furnish information regarding 
subject. No record of employment of subject by Department of 
Army, U. S, Corps of Engineers, Morocco Engineer Area, located 
at Federal Records Center, St. Louis, Missouri.

On April 20, 1^66, STEVE MUHLBACHER, 3722 Dove Street, 
was interviewed at his place of employment, Fred S. Dubin Associates, 
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7911 Herschei, ka Jolla. I 14 ? advised he n-e 4 surject while ::oth 
were employed by Frank I. -lope and Associates and he hts .-jean 
subject occasionally since then at the Hungarian House in 
Balboa Park. He Elated subject is about thirty years cld-vr 
than he and they ic- no l associate closely; howeter, he n..:i 
come to knew subject fairly well during their- employment 
togeth *r. Sufcje-. t indicated he had been ar. officer in the 
Hungaj -an Amy.* that he left Hungary in If A 3 arc; spent about 
ten years in Franc e , and subsequently sever a j. years .in Algeria 
working for a French company. .Subject had Indicator he divorced 
his wife in farts. France, and that she had left him when he was 
in poor financial condition, 

MUHLBAOHER stated he had no knowledge as to whether 
subject had ever w orke d for the French Government or had belonged 
to any political organizations in France or in the United States. 
He stated subject is very much opposed to Coraaunisa and he 
considers subject to be a gentleman, a very hard worker and a 
physical culture enthusiast. He stated he feels subject would 
be a loyal United States citizen should he be allowed to beooae 
a citizen. 



MUHLBACHEh stated subject had indicated to him that 
he has Hungarian friends in France and' that on one occasion 
about three year's ago MUKLBACHER visited in_-Earis^ France, and 
saw several of BAK*s friends, one of whom was a Hungarian ;c nt 
who had lost everything to the Communists prior to leaving 
Hungary. MUHL3A0HER did not recall the names of these 
individuals .

of that company indicate that ANDRE BAK was employed as an 
engineering draftsman from kareh 23* 1964 to June 5* 1954.

Tucker.- Eadler and Bennett, advised subject 
was terminated in his position as engineering draftsman because 
of a language problem aud because his training was somewhat 
different from the company method of drafting and there was a 
problem in trying to retrain subject. He stated he had no 
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knowledge or subject*? fc&okground and that, subject had nuv-sr 
discussed his past with JjfiNMETT. He state,: he had nev#? .received 
any information to indicate subject had any present or* r-rdoi* 
connections with the Srenjfc Government or with any organisations • 

hi*. BENNETT stated he recalled that the day after 
BAK w«s hired ?„ ’...an* hsca. not recalled, telephoned hint to _ay 
he ha- known subject in Europe and that he was a reliable person 
and that he would recommend him for the jcb. 

On May &, 13 66- Mrs. PEARL MC MILLAN, Bookkeeper, 
Precision, Incorporated - Princess Homes, Incorporated, 2030 
State Street, advised her* records show that AN ORE BELA BAK, 

351 West Robinson Avenue. Social Security Number l48-;S6-5£64, 
was employed as a draft sman from the end of July, 1964 to the 
second week in October-, 1964. She had no personal recollection 
of BAK. 



Mr. JACK BURRIS, Supervisor, advised on the same date, 
he recalled BAK slightly but that since he was employed only 
a short time he knew little about his background or his politico- 
views. He recalled that BAK spoke poor English and there «ra* 
a problem in communicating with him. He stated BAK terainateo 
his job because he felt he was not able to handle the work. 

He recalled that BAK had Indicated he haa previously worked 
for a company in Los Angeles and that the work was very 
exacting. Mr-. BURRIS stated he was quite certain the narti 
of the company was Fairchild Aerial Photographers in Los 
Angeles. 



On May 3, iy66, Mr. JOHN S. IV ANY, 351 West Robinson 



Street, advised he has. known ANDRE BAK for thirty years. He 
stated BAK was formerly a rat tain on the General Staff of the 

Hungarian Army during World War II and that he, 17 A VS, wv* 

a Captain in trie Hungarian Army and was In the satie j.tvisi 
as BAK, although he was net on the General Staff. He state-} 
,®AK was raptured by the > reach or the Americans and was In a 
= Prisoner of War tamp in Bavaria or in France. IV ANY >:as 
^captured in Bavaria and he remained in Germany at th* end 
of the war. He stated no understood that BAK remained In 
France after the war for tnree or four years, that he spent 
eight or nine years wit .r, tne United States Army f-orrs of 
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Engineers in Morocco during the construction of air bfc.se and 
subsequently came to the united states* He worked x'or a oat 
company in Newark, New Jersey* and subsequent ly came to San 
Diego. IV ANY stated that BAY. had a friend.. ~CI£MAN FUBC >, a 
draftsman who he believed worked for the same company In Newark, 

New Jersey, where BA3C had worked. 

17 ANY stated BAX had informed him his wife had 
divorced him in prance and had remarried and BAX had once 
indicated that he has a brother in Hungary, name unknown to IV ANY, 
and that this brother is a piano teacher. 

IV ANY stated that BAX had told him that while in 
Europe he was a member of the MHBK (Magyar Harcosok Baj tarsi 
Kozossege), which IVANY stated is an organization of Hungarian 
Army Veterans organised with the aim of helping the old 
Hungary* He stated this organization has branches in all the 
large cities of the United States and that it collects money to 
aid Hungary with the aim of liberating it from Communist domination . 
The headquarters in the United States is in Cleveland, Ohio, 
and the head of the organisation in Cleveland is one ERNEST 
GOD^NY. 



IV ANY stated he himself was formerly a member of 
the MR3K In Germany, but that he is no longer a member inaonv.-oh 
as he feels this organization can accomplish nothing to aid 
Hungary and the money the members contribute to the organisation 
is merely wasted in the operation of the organization. He 
stated BAK has never mentioned being a member of MHBK in the 
United States and he doe? net know if there is a branch of that 
organization in San JMego. 

JVANY stated wh fc r» BAX first came +r San Plage b- \- 
lived in r r ANY* s hon:' ; for tv;-, cr three weeks and, when he 
subsequently moved to hi? current residence, he had continue.: 
to use r/ANY's address at a mailing address for a period of 
time. 

IVANY stated h* has no knowledge that BAK ever worked 
for the French Government at any time. He stated BAK is 
anti -Communist and he did not return to Hungary at the end of 
the war because of hi.® dslt ice for Communism.

He has k*i:*:n A more BAK. since 19101, having attended 
the same high school In Hungary. BAK was three years anead 
of him in school. BAK was born in Hungary, and serves In the 
Hungarian Army during World War II. He held the rani: of Captain, 
and was on the General Staff, being Chief of Staff of or„r: of the 
armored divisions. 

At the end of the war in 1945 , BAX left Hungary anc 
went to France. H e live d ... La.. Par Is. Fr^pce, for about four 
years, becoming a French citizen . During this time, he worked 
fof^ several” ' small man'u f ac t ur e r s "a s a tool designer and draftsman, 
and was also self-employed for about a year or a year and a half 
doing the same type of work. 



About 1949 r BAX went to Morocco, where he worked for 
the United States Army Corps of Engineers as a civil engineer 
during the time they were constructing air bases in that country. 
It was BUJXOVSXY ! s belief that BAK was a grade <73-9 civilian 
employee at that time, and that he had received a seourit- 
clearance as an alien civil tan employee. 

When the air bases were completed, BAX remained ir< 
Morocco for a period of time working for a private Moroccan 
firm as a draftsman. When Morocco became independent, it 
became increasingly difiiult for foreigners to obtain employment 
there and BAX decided to cxe to the United States to seek 
employment.

York City, who helped Me: ' ome to this country in August, Mof, 
and helped hlr. secure employment initially as a draftsman a

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and eventually ar:.e tr Fiegc. BUJK073/ r vab instrur.- , ,al 
in getting him various Jobs in San Diego ai a i raft Brna;; owever, 
it was difficult to find permanent work in ibis field in ,an 
Diego, and BUJK0VSX5T eventually persuaded him to try learning a 
new line of work* He eventually convinced XAX he would h?ve 
a good chance at permanent employment in computer program^*' nc, 
and B/ v took a training course in this field. Up : n co I r.ii -.<n 
of th- s course, RiVJKOVSKX was instrumental in. getting him a " 2 b 
as a computer- programmer at the First National Bank in 3 a n 
Diego. 



With regard to any ties BAK may still have ir- U rvz j.rv , 
BUJK0V3KY stated he knows BAK has a 1 rother, name unknown, in 
Hungary. BAK never got along well with this brother, who is a 
pianist and was formerly a concert pianist, and has a typical 
artistic temperament, which BAK never understood. BUJKCVSKx 
said he is not aware that BAK has any other relatives in chat 
country. He stated BAX's wife divorced him In France and she 
still lives in France and has remarried. It was BUJKOv Biff's 
belief that BAX was deeply hurt by the divorce, and he clc thzt ? 
that he would agaxn marry. 

Bl'JKCVSKjf stated that insofar as he knows, BAK never 
did anv intelligence work for the Hungarian Army or for the 
French Government, or- for any other government. He stated he 
[likewise had no knowledge that BAK had every performed ar, 
voluntary work for the French Government,, such as acting as 
interpreter in *~he interview of Hungarian refugees. He expressed 
the opinion that being a refugee himself and a newcomer to France 
the French would not be likely to trust him to the extent of 
utilizing him ir: that capacity, particularly as he had come from 
a country which fought against France during the war. 

EWXOVS?ff stated he ie aware of the fact tnat E aV . 
a member of the Uos Angeles branch of the MHBK, which in English 
is known as the OSHV or the oollegial Society of Hungarian 
Veterans in th-r United stores of America. This organization is 
a recognise 1 organ l^at.u n ir. the United States and has its 
headquarters in Cleveland. Ohio, and ..its aim is the liberation 
of Hungary from Con/nun 1:- control. BUJKOVSKY noted that he 
himself had* at one time been asked to form a chapter in San Diego 
but had not done sc because he did not think there were enough 
potential members, and since the actual acc omr ii shmsr t s .r this 
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group is generally nothing more than getti:ig together ana 
discussing the old days in the Army, he did not feel 1 :• was 
worth bothering with- He stated most of the Hungarians ir. 

San Diego know each other and that many of them belong to the 
House of Pacific Relations, House of Hungary, located in 
Balboa Park, San Diego, where they can fraternize. BUJKOV n JCy 
said } e hiraseir was president of the House of Hungary for 
three years. 

With regard to Ba:<*s personal traits, BCJKOVSK? 
stated he considers him to be & oar. of great integrity ana 
character, and he regards hies very highly. As to his political 
beliefs, he noted that BAK had apparently lived in Framce long 
enough to acquire some of—fche T55ench political views, and BAK 
ha s indic ated iie approves of General DgJSAULLS and believes 
DE 'SAi mS is Sing...?iiBbfe t He stated that BAK, like so many 
Hu i i gax^ ^"?efUgee s, clings to the belief that Hungary may again 
become as it was before cosing under Communist control, and he 
retains a degree of loyalty to this old Hungary. He stated he 
felt certain BAK has not co^e under any Communist influence, 
and he has no knowledge that BAK 1 a brother is under Communist 
influence or has attempted to influence BAK. 

BltTKOVSKY stated he nas frequent discussions with BAK 
on these matters, trying to convince BAK that .things will never 
again be as they were in the old Hungary, and he feels he is 
making some headway with him. He stated BAK was quite 
discouraged when he was having difficulty finding .work, but 
appears to be quite happy in his present job. 

BU.JKOVSEY stated, in conclusion, that he had never- 
heard of anyone named PE230 REtfYO.

Dr. LIANNAS advised that he does not know anyone else 
in the United States who could furnish any information in this 
matter but there are two persons presently residing in Canada 
who knew BAK and could furnish info rtaat ion concerning hie, if 
they will* He advised these individuals are LESLIE JAUJf. and 
STEVEN TURANY of Montreal, Quebec, Canada. 

Dr. EANNAS advised that BAK was replaced by PEvlift 
BREZNAY, who was last knc.-m to be residing in Farls, Prance, 
and he could fumie-h information concerning BAK, if he so 

desires. 

Dr. -K ANNAS advised that DELZO I. B0f£O visited in 
the Los Angeles area during July or August* 1965 and while in 
the Los Angeles area hr- contacted JOHN EROS, 16666 Radiant 
Court in Covina, California* He advised that BENYO was visited 
at EROS' residence by JCZSEP LAPP, 4031 North Walnut, Baldwin 
Park, California.
